The  year  1975  was  one  of  hard  work  and  long  hours 
for  this  department;  yet  one  of  pride  and  satisfaction  for 
the  numerous  undertakings  that  were  accomplished. 
Perhaps  the  greatest  test  of  all  was  the  security  program 
for  the  visit  of  the  President  of  the  United  States,  for 
which  this  depai'tment  received  congratulations  from  the 
Secret  Service  and  N.H.  State  Police  for  a  job  well  done. 

Forty-six  motor  vehicle  accidents  were  investigated 
which  resulted  in  one  fatality,  eleven  slight  injuries  and 
twelve  persons  hospitalized.  This  is  a  decrease  of  almost 
twenty  per  cent  over  the  previous  year.  Other  figures  as 
follows  also  show  a  marked  decrease  in  most  areas  over 
the  previous  year;  ten  missing  persons  (all  located), 
twenty-seven  breaks  with  larceny,  thirty-one  breaks,  three 
stolen  motor  vehicles  (nine  recovered  from  other  towns) , 
seventy-two  acts  of  vandalism  and  over  four  hundred 
general  complaints.  One  hundred  and  thirty-seven  cases 
were  taken  to  court  for  various  violations  and  all  but 
three  were  convicted.  At  present  we  are  working  in  co- 
operation with  the  Fire  Department  on  two  arson  cases 
and  have  four  cases  pending  Superior  Court. 

A  federal  grant  was  received  from  Highway  Safety  to 
implement  payment  of  a  summer  patrol  for  an  eighteen 
week  period.  This  added  coverage  proved  beneficial  both 
in  mcreased  coverage  and  a  decrease  in  criminal  activi- 
ties. It  is  our  intent  to  apply  for  this  grant  again  this  year. 

A  special  plea  from  us  to  all  of  you  —  please  report 
any  and  all  suspicious  activities  observed  to  this  depart- 
ment immediately.  All  too  many  are  being  reported 
hours  or  even  days  later  and  by  then  it  is  too  late. 

Sincere  thanks  and  appreciation  to  all  members  of  this 
department,  their  wives,  town  officials  and  other  depart- 
ments for  their  utmost  cooperation  and  guidance  without 
which  our  job  would  be  more  difficult.

REPORT  OF  SOUTHERN   ROCKINGHAM 
REGIONAL  PLANNING  DISTRICT  COMMISSION 

The  commission  was  active  in  three  areas  this  year; 
local  assistance,  regional  planning,  and  coordination.  In 
the  area  of  local  assistance  Hampstead  received  help  on 
the  town  plan,  investigations  of  several  proposed  devel- 
opments and  a  groundwater  feasibility  study.  An  en- 
vironmental assessment  was  prepared  to  aid  the  con- 
sei"vation  commission  in  obtaining  town  forest  money 
from  the  land  and  water  conservation  fund. 

In  regional  planning  the  main  emphasis  will  be  water 
quality  planning.  Programs  are  now  going  on  for  surface 
water  testing  as  well  as  investigating  shorefront  seasonal 
home  conversions,  a  plan  for  sub-siu'face  sewage  disposal 
systems,  and  the  need  for  municipal  wastewater  treat- 
ment plants.  Other  areas  under  investigation  are  solid 
waste  disposal  planning,  water  supply  planning  and 
transportation  planning  for  the  region. 

In  the  third  general  category,  co-ordination,  the  com- 
mission provides  its  member  towns  with  information  of 
federal  and  state  grants  or  loan  programs  and  may  also 
assist  them  with  their  applications  for  those  loan  or 
grant  monies.

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LIBRARIAN'S  REPORT  FOR  1975 

We  have  had  a  very  successful  year  with  many  activi- 
ties taking  place.  Our  circulation  has  increased  about 
1,000  books  more  than  last  year.  This  is  due  partly  to  the 
increased  population  and  to  the  National  Right  To  Read 
Program  that  was  established  in  1970  to  fight  illiteracy. 
There  were  12  sites  chosen  in  New  Hampshire  and 
Hampstead  was  one  of  them.  Each  community  has  a 
Right  To  Read  director  and  Mrs.  Ann  Yuscavage,  a 
reading  coordinator  at  Hampstead  Central  School  was 
chosen.  She  is  an  enthusiast  on  the  Right  To  Read  Pro- 
gram not  only  inspiring  the  children  to  read  but  the 
adults  as  well. 

April  13-19  was  National  Library  Week.  There  were 
art  exhibits  by  the  Central  School  children  under  the 
direction  of  Mrs.  Piehl.  Two  home-made  doll  houses, 
electrically  lighted,  made  by  Mrs.  Roland  True  and  Mrs. 
Steinrneyer  were  on  exhibition.  Mrs.  Bonnie  Wentworth 
had  a  beautiful  display  of  ceramics  made  by  one  of  her 
classes  of  young  people.  Many  thanks  to  these  people 
who  made  these  exhibits  possible. 

On  the  19th  of  April,  the  dedication  of  the  Marjorie 
Kirkness  Room  was  held  with  an  open  house.  Charles  W. 
Lindquist,  Chairman  of  the  board  of  selectmen  was  mas- 
ter of  ceremonies.  Rev.  Sawatzky  gave  the  invocation. 
Mrs.  Elaine  Brough,  a  former  trustee  who  had  served 
with  Mrs.  Kirkness,  gave  the  dedication  address.  A 
beautiful  plaque  was  placed  on  the  wall,  "In  Loving 
Memory,  Marjorie  L  Kirkness,  Trustee  1963-1972.  For 
Devotion  and  Service."  Miss  Mildred  Emerson  thanked 
those  who  helped  to  make  the  Marjorie  L  Kirkness  room 
possible.  Mrs.  Rachel  Sanborn,  southeast  district  repre- 
sentative from  the  State  Library  was  also  a  guest  and 
offered  a  few  remarks.

On  October  28th,  the  club  gave 
a  pre-school  Halloween  Party  with  about  30  mothers  and 
50  children  attending.  Most  of  them  were  in  costumes. 

On  November  9th,  a  birthday  party  was  put  on  by  the 
Young  Mothers  Club  under  the  excellent  supervision  of 
Mrs.  Sheila  Harrison  who  planned  the  party.  All  the 
children  and  adults  were  asked  to  bring  a  book  wrapped 
as  a  birthday  gift  for  the  library.  They  were  placed  on  a 
table  and  the  children  opened  them  later. 

The  library  received  242  books,  some  fiction  and  some 
non-fiction.  The  East  Hampstead  Circle  gave  a  beautiful 
reference  book,  an  encyclopedia  on  all  kinds  of  dogs  put 
out  by  the  Kennel  Club.  The  Hampstead  Woman's  Club 
and  Mrs.  Marion  Shed  have  given  money  for  a  book.

DERRY  VISITING  NURSE  ASSOCIATION 

SECOND  ANNUAL  REPORT  TO  TOWN  OF  HAMPSTEAD 

The  second  complete  year  of  DVNA  service  to  Hampstead  reflects  continued  utilization  of  the  program  providing 
nursing  care  to  the  ill,  and  of  the  physical  therapy  service.  It  shows  an  increase  in  public  health  nursing  visits  which  are 
available  on  a  "no  fee"  basis  because  of  the  town  appropriation.  These  are  visits  to  provide  general  health  supervision, 
assist  with  referrals,  provide  follow-up  for  state  clinics,  or  assist  the  new  mother  and  baby.  Total  nursing  visits  increased 
from  161  last  year  to  180  this  year.  There  were  also  16  Physical  Therapy  visits. 

In  addition  to  these  traditional  areas  of  service,  the  agency  initiated  three  (3)  new  services  this  year  \\'hich  are  of 
value  to  Hampstead  residents.  They  include  a  new  Homemaker/Home  Health  Aide  service,  and  the  availability  of  im- 
munizations clinics  and  blood  pressure  screening  clinics  to  residents  over  60. 

The  H/HHA  service  is  currently  being  funded  by  county  and  federal  monies  largely,  rather  than  town  monies; 
however  it  is  a  valuable  resource  made  available  to  the  residents  of  Hampstead  through  this  agency.  Din-ing  the  past 
year  it  provided  143  hours  of  assistance  with  personal  care  and  homemaking  to  Hampstead  residents. 

The  immunization  clinics  held  in  Derry  every  two  month.s,  and  the  blood  pressure  screening  clinics  held  in  San- 
down  every  2  months  are  both  intended  to  be  available  to  Hampstead  residents  also. 

The  town  of  Hampstead  is  represented  on  our  Board  of  Directors  at  this  time  by  Jeanne  Cooke  and  Charles  Clark 
from  Hampstead.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

ROBERT  J.  CROMPTON 

The  Hampstead  School  Board  has  asked  that  a  synopsis  be  given  of  its  activity  during  1975  as  it  relates  to  the  seek- 
ing of  solutions  to  problems  of  proper  space  for  the  education  of  Hampstead  pupils.  The  problems  are  far-reaching 
and  the  solutions  are  not  easily  arrived  at. 

Since  assuming  its  duties  as  a  new  school  board  in  March,  1975,  the  Hampstead  Board  has  undertaken  a  series 
of  activities  aimed  at  the  solution  of  the  school  district's  major  problem  ....  that  of  providing  space  to  house  its 
elementary  school   population   and   to  provide  instructional  programs  necessary  for  a  proper  education. 

In  the  pursuit  of  this  major  goal,  the  Board  accepted  its  charge  made  at  the  March  meeting  to  negotiate  a  new 
contract  with  the  Pinkerton  Academy  Trustees.  This  has  been  a  major  undertaking  and  has  involved  regular  meetings 
of  a  "steering  committee".  This  committee  is  made  up  of  representatives  of  each  school  board  of  the  towns  which  tu- 
ition students  to  the  Pinkerton  Academy  as  well  as  representation  from  the  Academy's  Board  of  Trustees.  Other  meet- 
ings with  representatives  of  the  sending  towns  have  also  been  held. 

Some  of  the  major  concerns  of  the  Hampstead  School  Board  and  of  other  school  boards  in  the  negotiation  of  a 
new  contract  have  been:   (1)   Voting  Representation  —  Member  boards  obviously  recognize   the  im|5ortance  of  more 
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definite  input  into  the  decision-making  process  in  such  matters  as  approval  of  new  facilities,  policy-making  and  quanti- 
ty and  quality  of  instructional  programs  being  offered  and  (2)  Controls  over  Capital  Expenditures  —  While  sending 
school  boards  recognize  the  need  for  additional  facihties  at  the  Pinkerton  Academy,  they  expressed  concern  over  setting 
limitations  on  the  amount  that  can  be  invested  in  new  facili  ties  as  well  as  limitations  on  the  interest  of  mortgages  to  pay 
for  these  facilities.  The  Academy  Trustees  are  not  subject,  as  are  the  sending  boards,  to  the  two- thirds  majority  approv- 
al of  district  voters  prior  to  huge  expenditures  for  capital  improvement. 

In  the  negotiations  process,  it  was  hoped  that  with  some  form  of  voting  representation  along  with  voter  approval  for 
capital  expenditures  at  the  Pinkerton  Academy,  state  building  aid,  to  the  extent  of  fifty-five  percent  of  capital  expendi- 
tures, might  be  made  available  to  the  Academy.  It  appears  that  this  is  now  not  possible. 

The  1963  contract  with  the  Academy  provided  for  a  limitation  of  capital  expenditures.  However,  the  explosive 
growth  in  student  population  indicated  that  building  was  necessary  and  these  limitations  had  to  be  exceeded.  Such  proj- 
ects as  additional  classrooms  and  the  construction  of  an  athletic  field  were  declared  reasonable  by  the  Commissioner 
of  Education  despite  the  fact  that  it  was  a  technical  violation  of  the  contract.  The  Hampstead  Board  recognized  this 
and  expressed  a  desire  to  be  notified  of  future  plans  for  further  expansion  so  that  Hampstead  voters  might  participate, 
at  least  in  an  advisory  capacity,  in  okaying  further  tax-supported  expenditures  for  this  expansion. 

Negotiations  have  proceeded  at  an  agonizingly  slow  pace.  This  is  perhaps  understandable  as  the  future  status  of 
Londonderry,  which  sends  some  600  students  to  the  Academy,  was  in  doubt.  Londonderry  has  since  approved  by  a 
narrow  margin,  negotiations  with  the  Academy  for  a  new  long-term  contract. 

It  is  hoped  that  a  firm  contract  proposal  will  be  available  for  review  by  townspeople  well  in  advance  of  the  annual 
meeting  in  order  that  voters  may  make  intelligent  decisions  with  respect  to  ratification  of  a  new  long-term  contract. 

Since  there  is  no  assurance  that  voters  will  ratify  a  new  contract,  especially  in  Londonderry  and  Hampstead,  the 
School  Board  has  had  to  pursue  other  alternatives. 

With  this  in  mind,  the  Hampstead  Board  has  communicated  with  other  school  boards  to  test  whether  other  forms 
of  cooperation  might  be  feasible  as  an  alternative.  The  Board  has  communicated  in  this  regard  with  Fremont,  Chest- 
er and  Windham.  No  current  interest  was  expressed  by  these  school  boards  in  alternatives.  The  Hampstead  Board  also 
communicated  with  the  Timberlane  Board  and  an  annexation  cost  analysis  was  made.  In  its  talks  with  the  Timber- 
lane  Board,  there  were  no  commitments  by  the  Hampstead  Board  of  willingness  to  join  the  Timberlane  Cooperative  nor 
did  the  Timberlane  Board  agree  to  the  acceptance  of  Hampstead  high  school  students. 

The  Hampstead  School  Board,  in  addition  to  dealing  with  its  major  prc^blem  of  contractual  relationships  with  Pm- 
kerton  and  alternatives,  has  also  given  a  great  deal  of  attention  to  its  year-round  school  problems.  The  Board  recog- 
nizes mixed  feelings  in  the  community  with  respect  to  the  operation  of  the  year-round  school.  It  is  apparent  that 
the  community  has  natural  concerns  about  family  vacation  sequences  that  were  interrupted  with  the  institution  of 
the  year-round  program.  Problems  of  heat  discomfort  in  the  summer  and  coping  with  three-week  vacation  periods 
during  other  times  of  the  year  are  obvious  and  were  predicted.  It  was  felt  reasonable,  however,  to  live  with  these 
problems. 

A  more  serious  year-round  school  problem  was  recognized  by  the  school  board  and  prompted  their  asking  the  dis- 
trict to  support  the  employment  of  instructional  aides  at  the  school.  Ideal  staffing  of  certified  teachers  would  require 
a  single  teacher  at  each  grade  level  for  each  of  the  four  learning  sections.  This  would  require  doubling  the  teaching 
staff,  a  move  considered  economically  impossible  by  the  school  board.  Each  member  of  the  teaching  staff,  therefore,  is 
required  to  meet  with  each  of  the  four  learning  sections  and  to  provide  an  orderly  instructional  sequence  for  each  of 
the  four  groups  as  it  passes  through  the  45/15  sequence.  In  many  cases,  extreme  hardship  was  experienced  in  proper 
planning  and  subsequent  instruction.  A  solution  to  that  problem  was  necessary  and  the  employment  of  additional  aides 
was  felt  to  be  a  reasonable  means  of  relief  from  some  of  the  difficulties  experienced  in  instrucrional  organization. 

The  Hampstead  Board  has  also  seriously  considered  other  alternatives  to  the  year-round  school.  Double  sessions 
were  considered  but  rejected  when  compliance  with  state  board  regulations  would  mean  a  school  day  beginning  at 
7:00  a.m.  and  ending  at  6:00  p.m.  Add  to  this  the  necessity  for  bus  transportation  commencing  at  6:00  a.m.  and  term- 
inating at  7:00  p.m. 

The  Board  also  looked  at  another  "stopgap"  measure,  that  of  auxiliary  space  such  as  rental  of  other  facilities.  This 
proved  expensive  and  short  on  merit  due  to  the  inappropriateness  of  auxiliary  instructional  space.  These  were  ques- 
tionable short-range  solutions  to  a  more  complicated  long-range  problem.

Finally,  following  the  direction  of  a  Special  School  District  Meeting,  the  school  board  is  coordinating  activities 
with  the  Citizens'  Building  Committee  which  is  currently  carrying  out  its  responsibilities  to  deliver  to  the  district  voters 
a  plan  for  an  addition  to  the  Hampstead  Central  School.  The  school  board  directed  the  school  administration  to  assist 
the  committee  in  providing  necessary  data  for  the  orderly  completion  of  the  Committee's  work. 

The  Hampstead  School  Board  invites  communication  from  interested  citizens.  The  Board  is  anxious  to  hear  all 
ideas.  It  also  appreciates  an  opportunity  to  convey  to  the  community  its  role  in  seeking  solutions. 


REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL 
WILLIAM  P.  NICHOLS 

The  students  and  staff  of  the  Central  School  will  have   completed  two  years  of  year-round  school  in  February,  1976. 

There  is  no  question  that  the  mechanical  aspect  of  the  year-round  schedule  in  reducing  the  number  of  children 
in  the  classroom  is  working,  but  our  prime  concern  is  with  the  academic  achievement  of  our  students.  During  our 
experience  with  the  year-round  school  schedule  numerous  "pro  and  con"  educational  factors  have  surfaced.  It  is  our 
intent  that  the  education  of  the  children  in  Hampstead  will  continue  at  the  highest  level  possible.  It  is  hoped  that  this 
effort  will  be  supported  by  prudent  decisions  on  the  part   of  all  who  are  concerned  with  the  children  of  Hampstead. 

The  opportunity  for  teachers  to  give  the  normal  amount  of  individual  attention  to  students  was  a  major  area  of 
concern  under  the  year-round  schedule.  The  constant  change  of  class  grouping  caused  by  the  three  week  vacation 
periods  for  each  of  the  four  color  groups  created  a  situation  that  could  only  be  solved  by  adding  more  personnel  to  our 
staff.  The  School  Board  and  voters  of  the  District  supported  us  in  this  request  and  additional  teacher  aides  were 
recently  placed  to  help  improve  the  situation.  We  presently  have  one  aide  as.signed  to  the  teachers  at  each  grade  level 
in  the  school.  This  added  help  has  enabled  the  teachers  to  improve  on  the  amount  of  time  spent  with  the  individual 
student. 

The  school  population  dropped  from  504  in  June,  1975  to  a  starting  census  of  468  in  July,  1975.  This  was  mainly 
due  to  a  policy  change  by  the  District  on  the  age  requirement  for  entering  first  graders.  The  first  grade  at  the  start 
of  school  in  July,  1976  will  pick  up  the  six  year  olds  that  were  not  eligible  last  year.  We  will  probably  have  two  first 
grade  classrooms  next  school  year.  This  will  use  up  our  last  classroom  that  gave  us  a  space  for  our  junior  high  home 
economics  classes  in  the  afternoons  and  some  individual  group  instruction  in  the  mornings.  The  present  census  at  the 
Central  School  is  502  students. 

Our  special  services  team,  which  includes  Guidance,  Reading,  and  Speech,  has  been  enhanced  by  the  addition  of  a 
half-time  Physical  Education  instructor.  This  team  works  with  children,  teachers,  and  parents  in  key  areas  of  the  total 
school  program. 

The  Rig'ht  to  Read  program  which  was  inaugurated  last  year  has  had  a  positive  impact  on  both  the  school  and 
the  community.  The  Young  Mothers  Club  and  the  Lions  Club  have  donated  time  and  money  in  expanding  Hampstead's 
Public  Library  and  its  services  to  the  people  of  Hampstead.  The  Citizens  Advisory  Committee  for  Right  to  Read  has 
been  very  active  encouraging  community  participation  in  the  program. 

We  would  like  to  thank  all  organizations  and  individuals  such  as  our  room  mothers  and  school  library  volunteers 
who  have  given  of  their  time  to  help  th»  children  of  Hampstead.  This  spirit  of  involvement  is  appropriate  as  we  enter 
the  nation's  Bicentennial  Year.
